The /l»ti.TtV<ni Ayricnhitritf gives an 


inleresling account of the manner In 
which chromos are produced, und us Ihi; 
stylu of picture i» very popular just now, 
wis transfer the account to oureoliunns, 
feeling sure thai il will interest this 
render. The stone used is a peculiar 
limestone, capable of receiving a polish, 
und yet absorbent of waler. 
To paint 


a lilhograph, the stone is first polished, 
und then, whalever design is required is 
drawn upon il with u pencil made for 
Ihe pnrpose, J.et us suppose that the 
iirtisl draws u picture, or, what Is 
simpler, prints ont Ihe words American 
iVgrictilliiriht. Thu slnno is (hen wet- 
led, und the wuler sinks into thepores 
everywhere, except the place where Ihe. 
greasy ink formed tho wolds. Ink, or 
painl, is Ihen applied lo Ihe whole sloini 
with u roller jusl as it is lt> types. This 
ink does nol adhere to the stone where 
il i-i wet, but to tin) words drawn with 
the greusy pencil the Ink will stick. 


Then ii shfct of paper Is laid over tilt 


stone, mid the whole passed under a 
press; when thu puper is lified olT il will 
be found to have taken up the ink left 
adhering to the word-i upon the stone. 


This process can be repealed over and 


over indellnitely hy Inking the stone and 
keeping it wet. There must be as niiinv 
stones us there are colors and tints In 
the picture to bis copied. One slone 
must have all the red p.irU drawn on it, 
unolher ull the him', another ull the 
hnnvn parts of the picture, and so OH. 
Sometimes one color is printed over 
another to get the proper shape, so 
thai, lo reproduce Ihe piclnrc the chro- 
mo has to be printed u color und ti bit ut 
u time, on fiom ten to twenty or more 
stones, every touch of the painter being 
faithfully copied.

pleturn has received sixteen orcighleen 
dilferent paintings on as many different 
stones, so Iiiul it is shadowed every wuy 
like Ihe original, it is finally piesse.il tip- 
on ii climn stone, which has been cut in 
grooves like the threads of canvass, and 
il now bus all Lhe appearance of being 
nail painting on canvass.

And 
vet that land will pay L'd percent, in- 
teiest on $100 per acre., in its locution, 
if properly managed.

L"t the land be plowed, manured, sow- 
ed in clover, and llio clover cut and fed 
direct to the stock, and it will keep live 
times Ihe amount of stock that it does 
now, and keep tho animals bettor- 
yield the farmer more profit from each 
animal.

til they began to cultivate every inch 
of ground they own, and to carry u
